While Edmonton is only nine 
hundred miles from Churchill on 
Kudson’s Bay the Pacific ocean j 
six hundred miles to the ee With 
such unique geographical discrimina- 
tions in her favor nothing can check 
Northern Alberta if her inhabitants 
prove worthy of their heritage. 

Free competition by water is the 
true solution of the railway problem 
and in the end will be a benefit to the 
railways themselves, which no longer 
as bad masters but as good servants of 
the public will establish lines from 
Winnipeg to the Pacifie up the vast 
fertile valley of the Saskatchewan and 
on through the Yellowhead pass. 

While the hopes and _ efforts 
of the Northwest are united in 
opening the Hudson’s Bay route, in the 
meantime the universally complained 
of railway rates must be reduced and 
we look to your Honor and your ad- 
visers to aid us in righting these 
wrougs from which no part of your 
Territory suffers more than Northern 
Alberta. 


The town of Edmonton, which is the 
headquarters of this board, is not one 
of the mushroom cities of the west. 
Two centuries ago its site was selected 
by those early fur traders who chose 
the sites of so many great American 
cities. The fur trading post became 
the business centre for their operations 
in the Upper Saskatchewan region and 
was the connecting link in their 
natural chain of communication be- 
tween Hudson’s Bay and the Pacific 
ocean. Gold miners came in and 
formed the nucleus of the agricultural 
settlement ; the post grew to be a ham- 
let, then a commercial village; and 
finally, on the advent of the railway, 
became a town with all modern con- 
veniences for the transaction of business. 
t now does a large and increasing ex- 
port trade in grain and furs and serves 
as the distributing point for supplies 
destined for the Peace river, Athabasca 
and Mackenzie rivers districts beyond. 
Its growth has been sure and steady 
and is certain to continue. We be- 
lieve that somewhere on this mighty 
river at or near Edmonton, there will 
arise the greatest city of the plains. 
As a step toward the atteinment of that 
hope we require a traffic bridge across 
the river to connect our proposed 
electric street railway with the Cal- 
gary & Edmonton line. The bridge 
question is one affecting the whole 
district and the members of our board 
both from town and country are united 
in endorsing the site recommended by 
the town council of Edmonton, and we 
would earnestly request your Honor’s 
influence in pressing the Dominion 
government for its speedy completion. 

We would also remind your Honor 
of the probability that the petroleum 
deposits of Athabasca will be tapped 
within ninety miles of Edmonton on 
the resumption in spring of the boring 
operations undertaken by the Domin- 
ion government. Should these opera- 
tions be successful the effect in still 
further stimulating immigration to a 
district which has received four-fifths 


| 


of the total immigration of the 
Northwest, during the past year, 


will be immense. Even without this 
probable addition to its population the 
present circumstances of Northern Al- 
berta require a separation electoraliy 
and judicially from Southern Alberta, 
which is equally desirous of seceding 
from the present union. We trust 
that in this matter also we may have 
your Honor’s help and support. 

This board of trade was organized 
in 1889 with the primary object of 
attracting the attention of homeseekers 
to the advantages offered by the dis- 
trict. This object is still a principal 
plank of its platform and we intend 
preparing for immigration purposes, a 
pamphlet, descriptive and statistical 
of the district. A project to havea 
grand exhibition of the natural products 
of Northern Alberta at Edmonton, is 
under discussion. Meanwhile, in con- 
junction with the mayor and town 
council, we are preparing to display a 
vegetable and minerai collection with 
geographical and geological maps of the 
district in our board room. 

Although we were not entirely 
exempt from the drouth which affected 
several less favored portions of the 
Territories we had cause for thankful- 
ness in a generally fair and in many 
places a harvest as bountiful as usual. 
Owing to our proximity to British 
Columbia markets our farmers receive 
much higher prices for their grain than 
those paid in Manitoba. When the 
railway rates are reduced in proportion 
to our shorter distance from these 
markets, even better prices will be paid 
to the producers who have had the 
enterprise not only to come west, but 
to come as far west as Edmonton.
